SAN DIEGO—As though to emphasize 
that the arctic weather spell had passed, 
the warmth of the sunshine was matched 
by the enthusiasm of the people for the 
annual procession and mass for Our Lady 
of Guadalupe in San Diego, Dec. 10.

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A time to keep

A priest of boundless energy and enthusiasm is 
“on the road” almost constantly, criss-crossing the 
United States to meet with young people. And he 
leaves them spellbound by his spirit of joy and love 
for God and for his vocation as priest. He is none 
other than our own Father Giles Conwill, who is 
vocations director of the National Office of Black 
Catholics. 


However, it is not only to blacks that Father Giles 
preaches his challenge. It is to audiences of all 
colors wherever and whenever there is an 
opportunity. We last saw him in San‘Diego and San 
Bernardino at the recent religion congresses, still 
managing to inspire and to enthrall. 


Father Giles’ busy schedule takes him con- 
stantly across this continent, conducting meetings, 
workshops, seminars and conferences, preaching 
and celebrating mass. And when he’s flying 
between dates he is busy writing articles and 
features for the press and preparing his next talks 
or homilies. 


Whether it’s 8,000 people in Anaheim Conven- 
tion Center or several hundred youngsters in the 
Notre Dame High Schoal gymnasium in Riverside 
for the recent Youth Day, Father Giles holds them in 
rapt attention. As an alumnus of our own St. Francis 
Seminary, he must surely be turning many young 
thoughts to the serious consideration of a priestly 
vocation. We can certainly use such inspiration. 


Prayer books 


For a time after Vatican Il and the reforms which 
resulted, the old fashioned prayer books took a dive 
in popular esteem—and many prayers and saints 
were exorcised—and became less obvious in 
people's prayer life. Now there seems to be a 
resurgence of interest in prayer and prayer books, 
particularly those based on the liturgy of the hours, 
the daily prayers said by clerics throughout the 
world and by many others for whom it is not 
mandatory. 


Recently the U.S. Catholic Conference published 
a prayer book on saints, based on the “hours” 
prayers for those days devoted to saints. Then there 
is another, also a paperback, called “Daytime

prayers during the day, omitting morning and night 
prayers and the office of readings. Then last week | 
received from Ave Maria press a copy of “Lord Hear 
Our Prayer,” an imitation leather-covered book of 
prayers which range from standard texts to 
seasonal and devotional groups of prayers, making 
a very useful collection for anyone seeking some 
guidance. 


Prayer is a subject which never ceases to 
fascinate us all, because it is both very personal 
and yet very communal, very intimate with God and 
yet, on other occasions, a very public expression. It 
permeates all our lives, knowingly or not. 


Two dedications 


It was a most interesting comparison, two 
Saturdays apart, to attend the dedication of a new 
and large city parish church and a rebuilt Indian

Confidence, San Diego, and the church of St. Mary, 
Morongo Indian Reservation, near Banning, could 
not be further apart in size, cost, style and location. 
But both become houses of prayer and worship, 
centers for the eucharist and havens for the 
Christian communities they encompass. 


, The Morongo church, about a mile north of the 
freeway which runs from the San Bernardino area 
to Palm Springs and Indio, is in a remote spot in a 
sparsely populated reservation. Mountain peaks 
tower to the north and south, 20 miles away. 


The San Diego (University City) church of Our 
Mother of Confidence towers above the surround- 
ing houses on Regents Road, symbolizing the new- 
style church in the modern residential community. 


Bishop Phillip Straling at Morongo and six priests 
virtually filled the sanctuary at St. Mary’s, while 
Bishop Leo T. Maher at Our Mother of Confidence 
and 50 priests easily fitted into the vast sanctuary 
area. And while Msgr. James O'Donoghue, OMC 
pastor, was pertinent and brief in his thanks, Father 
Francis Wieser, pastor in Morongo and Banning, 
introduced almost all of those who have had 
anything to do with the community project. And, of 
course, he paid tribute to the men who gave of their 
labor and in the actual building, a luxury denied by 
the much larger and more intricate design of OMC. 


What | feel sure Msgr. O'Donoghue would find 
interesting was a statement by Father Wieser at the 
St. Mary ceremony: “We started with no money and 
have ended with no debts.” The $30,000 cost came 
from the Catholic Extension Society and local fund 
raising efforts.

Where is there any ecumenical dialogue 
in quoting (SC, Nov. 23) without comment 
or answer the Lutheran minister's asser- 
tion that: “There is mutual agreement 
(between Catholic and Lutheran theolo- 
gians) that there is no New Testament 
evidence for the divine inauguration of the 
papacy or that Peter was the first pope.” 


' If that statement meant only that neither 
of the specific names “pope” or “papacy” 
appear in Scripture, and that the detailed 
structure we know today as the papacy is 
not spelled out in Scripture, there would 
be no problem. But the further implication 
that Scripture does not attest to the divine 
inauguration of the Petrine office simply 
departs from the plain truth. 


Whether or not an exception can reason- 
ably be taken to the statement that Peter 
was the first pope on the grounds that he 
never personally exercised many of the 
prerogatives of the modern papacy; it 
would be thoroughly reprehensible for any 
Catholic to deny that the pope is the 
successor of Peter in the divinely inaugur- 
ated Petrine office. 


It would also be reprehensible for any 
informed person to deny that the New 
Testament supplies abundant evidence of 
the divine inauguration in the person of 
Peter of such an office. 


Father Osborne’s reported efforts to 
relate the question of infallibility to 
outhority is tragic. Attempts to sell papal

Why is tradition ‘sanctified’? 


| was delightfully surprised to read the 
review of Alla Bozarth-Campbell’s book 
“Womanpriest.” The weakest point of the 
review, though, is the question dealing 
with tradition. Why has it been sanctified? 
Why has the exclusion of women from 
fulfilling their vocations been waved 
around as a justification for wrong action 
or inaction?

MOVE MOUNTAINS 22 
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IRS studies private schools’ 
desegregation tax-exempt status 


WASHINGTON (NC)—The Internal 
Revenue Service has begun a study of 
comments on its controversial proposed 
regulations on racial discrimination in tax- 
exempt private schools—and it has plenty 
of raw material. 


The proposal, which has raised 
important questions about the separation 
of church and state, has sparked some 
115,000 written comments and public 
testimony from 260 individuals and 
organizations. 


AN IRS spokesman said there is no 
estimate on when IRS will issue a revised 
proposal, but there is little doubt that any 
new language will be drafted with an eye 
toward Congress, which has taken an 
interest. 


In opening remarks at a four-day-public 
hearing, IRS Commssioner Jerome Kurtz 
defended the proposal but said, “We want 
to make every reasonable effort to avoid 
hardships to schools whose practices and 
polices are genuinely non-discriminatory 
in character.” 


He said IRS particularly wants to review 
the proposal “to determine whether it 
applies unfairly to schools such as certain 
religious schools that may face certain 
conditions in attracting minority 
students.” 


IRS ISSUED its proposed regulations in 
August in an effort to strengthen existing 
regulations from 1975 which require 
private schools to have policies prohibit- 
ing racial discrimination in order to 
qualify for tax-exempt status. 


Civil rights groups had charged that the 
old regulations were not strong enough, 
and federal courts have found that at least 
20 private schools which claimed non- 
discriminatory policies actually did 
discriminate i in admissions on the basis of 
race. 


When the new proposal was issued, an 
IRS source said they were aimed at the so- 
called “Christian academies” which have 


sprung up in the South and elsewhere to — 


avoid integration in the public schools. 


BUT THE PROPOSAL has drawn sharp — 
criticism from Catholic school officials . 


and others who say the proposed 
regulations will hurt them even though 


they do not discriminate. 


The proposal would focus on two types 
of private schools—those found by the 
courts to discriminate and “reviewable” 
schools, private schools which were 
founded or greatly expanded at the time of 
a public school desegregation program 
and which do not have significant minority 
enrollment. 


IRS proposed a “safe harbor” guideline 
for reviewable schools. It said a school 
would be judged non-discriminatory if its 
percentage of minority enrollment 
equaled 20 percent of the percentage of 
minority population in the school-age 
community served by the school. 


FOR EXAMPLE, a private school in a 
community with 30 percent minority 
population would be judged non- 
discriminatory if six percent of its students 
were from minority groups. 


Schools which did not reach the “safe 
harbor” level could prove they did not 
discriminate by meeting other standards, 
such as by actively recruiting minority 
students and staff and making financial 
aid available to minority students. 


A school that loses its tax-exempt status 
must pay taxes and persons who 
contribute to the schools will not be able to 
deduct their contributions. 


SOME CRITICS of the proposal asked 
IRS to modify it to take into account 
special problems; others asked IRS to 
drop the proposal altogether. 


Robert Lamborn, executive director of 
the Council on American Private 
Education (CAPE), which represents 
15,000 schools enrolling 90 percent of all 
private school students in the country, 
urged IRS to withdraw the proposal and 
consult with private school officials before 
issuing new ones. 


George Reed, general counsel of the 
U.S. Catholic Conference, a member of 
CAPE, urged IRS to withdraw its proposal 
and develop a new one under as yet 
unwritten “well-defined Penetessicnal 
guidelines.” 


REED ARGUED. that Virtually all Catholic 
schools have strong non- discriminatory 
policies. He said the average minority 
enrollment in Catholic schools is 16

MSGR. dedward Spiers, outgoing 
executive director of Citizens for 
Educational Freedom, asked IRS to 
withdraw the proposal. 


He said that in the case of church- 
related schools “it would be more realistic 


‘to compare the number of minority 


students in the school to the percentage of 
minority families in the area belonging to 
that religion, rather than to the community 
at large.”

Nathan Dershowitz of the American 
Jewish Congress said Jewish schools and

THAT AMENDMENT said “a school that 
selects students on the basis of 
membership in a religious denomination 


or unit thereof will not be deemed to havea 


discriminatory policy of membership if 
the denomination or unit is open to all on 
a racially non-discriminatory basis.” 


Frank Brown, chairman of the National 
Association for Parental Rights in 
Education, opposed the proposed 
regulations and said the best way toi insure 
equal access to private schools for 
minority students was to approve tuition 
tax credits for elementary and secondary 
schools. » 


James Woods of the Baptist Joint 
Committee on Public Affairs told IRS that 
“anything short of exempting church- 
related and church-operated schools will 
not cure the serious church-state con- 
stitutional problems” with the proposal.

Pope calls for religious freedom 


VATICAN CITY (NC)— 
Pope John Paul Il marked 
the 30th anniversary of the 
United Nations Universal 
Declaration on Human 
Rights with a solemn appeal 
“that, in every place and by 
everyone, religious freedom 
be respected for every per- 
son and for all peoples.” 


The message contained 
an implied criticism of com- 
munist-ruled states, such 
as Poland, the homeland of 
the pope. 


SAYING that religious 
freedom “is atthe basis of all 
other freedoms,” the pope 
explicitly attacked efforts by 
states professing atheismto 
suppress religion. He also 
called for an end to “the 
baneful positions of secu- 
larism,” especially “the er- 
roneous reduction of the 
religious element to the 
purely private sphere.” 


The appeal was issued in 
a message by the pope to 
U.N. Secretary General Kurt 
Waldheim Dec. 11, the day 
the United Nations cele- 
brated the 30th anniversary 
of its human rights declara- 
tion. 


‘The pope praised the ef- 
fort of the United Nations to 
promote human rights and 
dignity. He expressed “real 
satisfaction at the many 
advances that have been 
made in this field.” 


THE PONTIFF immedi- 
ately added: “Still, we can- 
not ignore that the world we 
live in today offers too many 
examples of situations of 
injustice and oppression.” 


“One is bound to observe 
a seemingly growing diver- 
gence between the mean- 
ingful declarations of the 
United Nations and the 
sometimes massive in-

THE POPE condemned 
“forms of collective vio- 
lence like racial discrimina- 
tion” and “physical and 
psychological torture per- 
petrated against prisoners 
or political dissenters.” 

He reaffirmed the 
church’s commitment to 
U.N. efforts to promote hu- 
man rights, and he urged 
that more U.N. members 
sign the International Cove- 
nant on Economic, Social 
and Cultural Rights and the 
International Covenant on 
Civil and Political Rights. 

The basis for defending 
human and social rights is 
the inherent dignity of the 
person, said the pope. 


' TURNING to article 18 of 
the human rights declara- 
tion, which speaks of the 
right to freedom of thought, 
conscience and religion, 
the pope said: 


“Allow me to call the at- 
tention of the assembly to

For the Christian, victory over death i is to 


‘be seen concretely in the person of Jesus. : 
Jesus himself was continually making 


references to his death, and it seems to have 
conditioned both his preaching and his way of 
life. 


His call for decision on the part of anyone 
who followed him had such urgency because 
death must come to every human being. 


THERE IS GREAT significance, more- 
over, in the fact that, notwithstanding the cult 
of splendor which has characterized the 
Christian church in history, it is still the 
crucifix which has remained the most 
common and most popular representation of 
Jesus. 

For not only did he die, but, as the Christian 
credal formula states, he descended into hell, 
into the realm of the dead, he was actually in 
the “state” of death. 


Nor was this state passively endured as 
something inflicted from without. Christian 
conviction has always been that Jesus seized 


own. 


THIS is WHY, in Christian oy tea s ‘ 


death has always been seen to be redemptive 
—because his total acceptance of ultimate 
darkness and dread was precisely ‘a total 
negation of human selfishness and'sin, a free 


transfer of Jesus’ existence to the Father in .~ 


obedience, hope and love: “Father, into your 
hands I commend my spirit.” 


Over the centuries Christians have sought 
in their sacramental system to give visible 
form to this redemptive death and so enable 
all Christians to share in it. St. Paul says that 
in baptism a person is buried with Christ, 
becomes like him in his death, and in this way 
dies to sin. 


The eucharist too has always been 
understood as the continuously renewed 
celebration of Jesus’ death. Indeed, it is 
believed to make that death somehow 
actually present, so that in announcing it the 


Christian announces his or her own death as ° 
_well; a death we hope will be taken up into the 


victory of life. 


“CONTINUALLY we carry out ne our 


bodies the dying of Jesus,” says St. Paul, “so 


that in our bodies the life of Jesus may also be 


revealed.” 


It is therefore all ee: more aa 
_that this. ‘continuous affirmation of the death — 


‘of Jesus” should be accompanied in the 


Christian message by an equally strong and — 
almost blatant proclamation that Jesus was 
‘raised from the dead, is now glorified and’ 


living with God, and that, as St. Paul says, we 
too “if we have died. with him, shall also live 
with him.” 


WHAT KNOWLEDGE do we have of 
such existence beyond death? None, if by 
knowledge we mean scientifically verifiable 
evidence. But nobody lives out life by such 


_evidence, since it would merely allow us to. 


classify objects, and forbid us any experience 
either of art or beauty or friendship or love. 


Indeed, there are inklings of transcend- 
‘ence all around us: experiences of beauty, of 
play and especially of love. In these 
experiences we seem to escape our finitude 
for brief moments and to feel an extra- 
ordinary sense of fulfillment. 


Human love, for example, is quite shame- 
less in hoping for immortality, and believes 
against all evidence that it will not be affected 
by death. The free act of moral decision as 
well as true moral goodness are also 
experienced as somehow absolutely valuable, 


ter deat 


beyond any apparent iopelesenes or futility 
in time. 


OUR HOPEas Christians, then, is that the 
whole of our being somehow endures and 
_ maintains itself through death. Mhile not 
based on the verifiable evidence of science, 

_this hope is yet consistent with. ‘the special 


kind of knowledge we have from certain eee 
of human experience. 


_ Like human desire, the object of Christian 
hope is fulfillment, but, unlike desire, hope is 
expectancy in face of a future which is 
ultimately unknown and totally beyond our 
imagination. “Eye has not’ seen,” says St. 
Paul, “ear has not heard, nor has it so muchas 
dawned on man what God has prepared for 
those who love him.” And again he says, 
“hope is not hope if its object is seen.” 


All images of this future life must therefore 
be spoken in metaphor. 


HOPE LOOKS: for the radically new 
beyond death, a fulfillment utterly beyond our 
power to conceive. The only thing Christ- 
ianity can say about the resurrection of the 
flesh is that what happened to Christ will also 
happen to us, to the extent that our lives have 
been genuinely worthwhile. 

We will come before God face to face, in 
absolute nearness to absolute mystery. And 
in that nearness we shall be forever what we 


have become in our lives and have ratified in 
death. 


The widow of Naim: alife is given back 


By Father John J. Castelot 


Among the narratives and parables which 
only Luke has preserved for us are several 
which illustrate Jesus’ mercy, his compas- 
sion, his delicate concern for women. This 
gives his gospel a flavor all its own and results 
in a very warm portrait of the Lord. 


One such narrative is that of the raising of 
the son of the widow of Naim. The story is 
brief, but told with consummate dramatic 
artistry (Luke 7:11-17). 


NAIM TODAY is a wretched little village 


-of. sun-baked huts. A long gentle, slope 


stretches from its gates to the main road. As 
Jesus and his followers were strolling up this 
slope, another, very different group came out 
of the village and walked toward them. The 
people with Jesus, immediately recognizing 
that it was a funeral procession, fell 
respectfully silent. 


The mourners themselves by contrast 
were undoubtedly raising the conventional 
din expected on such occasions. However, 
this was-no ordinary funeral; there was real 


_ tragedy here. For the dead man was an only 


son, in addition, his mother was a widow. 
Now. she was all alone, emotionally, finan- 
cially, completely. : 


Women in her situation did not just pick up 
the pieces and go out looking for a job to 


. support themselves. Society was not struc- 


tured that way. She would now have to 
depend on the charity of her relatives, a dim 
prospect indeed. : 


ALL OFA SUDDEN, out of the crowd of 
approaching strangers, a ray of light pierced 
the gloom. The Lord was moved with pity - 


upon seeing her and said to her, “Do not cry” 
(Luke 7:13). 


It is interesting to note how often Jesus 
came to the aid of people without even waiting 
to be asked. And anyway, what was there to 
ask in a situation like this? The young man 
was dead, and that was that. Small consola- 
tion to say, “Don’t cry.” What did he expect 
her to do? Dance? 


But the voice that urged her to dry her tears 
was about to give her reason to dance with 
joy—and not because she had made an 


‘impossible request, but simply because his 


heart went out to her. After all, he too was the 
only son of his mother, and she too was at this 
time very probably a widow. 


THE STRANGER who told her not to cry 
was “the Lord.” Here, for the first of many 
times in his gospel, Luke designates Jesus by 
this title, his favorite. It was the title which his 
fellow Christians used to express their belief 
in the divinity of Christ, the risen Lord, the 
giver of life. 


Luke’s use of it here was singularly 
appropriate, since Jesus, by a sort of 
anticipation of his post-resurrection power 
over death, was to do more than whisper 
tender words of compassion. He was to 
restore the dead man to life. 


He touched the litter on which the corpse 
was being carried and the bearers stopped. 
Then he said, really quite simply, “Young 
man, | bid you get up.” The dead man sat up 
and began to speak (Luke 7:14-15). 


IF LUKE HAD BEEN a less controlled 
artist, he might have pulled out all the stops 
and. given us. a melodramatic, .hyperemo- 


tional description of the reunion of mother 
and ‘son. Instead, with remarkable restraint, 
he wrote: “Then Jesus gave him back to his 
mother”. 


Each of us is left to reflect in his own way on 
this astounding blend of the Lord’s power 
over death and Jesus of Nazareth’s fine 
sensitivity to basic human values. 


One is reminded of the story in the Old 
Testament featuring a similar miracle by the 
prophet Elijah. Here too we read: “Taking the 
child, Elijah brought him down into the house 
from the upper room and gave him to his 
mother” (1 Kings 17:23). 


AND LATER, Jesus, addressing Mary 
and the beloved disciple at the foot of the 
cross, would say to his mother: “Woman, 
there is your son” (John 19:26). 


At any rate, Luke consistently colors his 
portrait of Jesus with features suggestive of 
the heroic Elijah, and this explains, too, the 


reaction of the people: “Fear seized them all. 
‘and they began to praise God. ‘A great 


prophet has risen among us,’ they said: and, 
‘God has. visited his people’” (Luke 7:16).

Perhaps it was the son of your friend, or the 
daughter of your neighbor, or someone in 
your own family. Most of us today know 
someone who has “turned East.” If they have 
not actually made the great pilgrimage to 
India, Thailand or Burma, they have perhaps 
turned to one or another of the Eastern 
masters who have come our way and sought 


from-them some answers to the riddle of life. - 


As we have witnessed this turning and 
going on pilgrimage we are apt to have 
thought of it-as a peculiar phenomenon of our 
time. But as wise old Solomon said, “There is 
nothing new under the sun” (Ecclesiastes 
1:10). 


THE FOURTH century knew a similar 
movement, as did the high Middle Ages. Each 
period had its own particular characteristics. 
For the Christians of the fourth century, 
going East meant going to Syria and Egypt. 


My own patron, St. Basil the Great, and his 
bosom friend, Gregory Naziansus, dropped 
their studies in the great world capital of 
Constantinople and headed East. So did 
many others, including the young student 
from Dalmatia, John Cassian. 


For St. John, the East meant first the Holy 
Land, where he settled for a time in a 
monastery in Bethlehem and became a monk. 
But this was not enough for him. Again he 
took to the road with his close friend 
Germanus, and they sought the wisdom and 
ways thereto that could be learned from the 
wise old monks to be found in the recesses of 
the Egyptian deserts. 


AFTER YEARS of pilgrimage, with only 


- one short return to Bethlehem, John started 


the journey back—as so many are doing 
today. He stayed at the capital only long 
enough to be ordained and then went farther 
west to bring the wisdom of the East to what is 
today France. Near Marseilles he founded 
two monasteries—one for men and one for 
women. 


And for the benefit of the monks and nuns 
of the west he prepared two extensive 
collections: the “Institutes,” which recounted 

.the practices of the monks of Egypt and 
adapted them to the western scene, and the 
“Conferences,” the discourses or words of 
wisdom on the various aspects of the spiritual 
life which he and Germanus had received 
from the Fathers of the Desert. 


“One of the practical things I think we can 


learn from St. John Cassian’s life is Openness. 
The whole course of western Christianity: has 
been enriched by the wisdom John brought to 
it from the East. His writings had a very great 
influence on St. Benedict, the father of 
western monasticism, and through him on all 
the monks of the west and many others. 


TODAY, our brothers and sisters re- 
turning from the pilgrimage East are bringing 
back certain spiritual values, ascetical 
practices and methods of meditation. 


If we can be open to these, examine them 
judiciously under the guidance of the Holy 
Spirit, adapt them where needed, and incor- 
porate them into our western Christian 
tradition, we will be the richer for it and all 
mankind will be more closely drawn together. 


“All things are yours, and you are Christ’s 
and Christ is God’s” (1 Corinthians 3: 22-23). 


THE EARLY CHURCH appropriated 


" ‘much from the practices of the Greco-Roman 


‘world and made these things its own. Today 
we are forming a global culture and the 
spiritual and cultural riches of all nations and 
peoples are ours to be fulfilled in Christ. 


One of St. John’s more significant 
contributions for our times is the very simple 
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m the East 


and effective method of entering into pure 
prayer which he learned from the Fathers, 
especially Abba Isaac. 


We western Christians have virtually lost 
the contemplative dimension of our lives, And 
we very much need to find it again. St. John 
can help us here. 


UNDER THE NEW popular name of 
“Centering Prayer” (see “Daily We Touch 
Him.” Doubleday) this ancient method is now 
being widely practiced again and many quite 
ordinary Christians, as in 15th-century 
England and throughout the ages of faith, are 
finding moments for contemplative repose in 
the Lord in the course of their busy days. 

St. John places this teaching on prayer in 
the context of forceful and practical confer- 
ences on overcoming the vices and acquiring 
the virtues; he was indeed a man of action. 


Yet he clearly realized that we cannot be in 
touch with the true meaning of life without a 
genuine prayer-life based on the acknow- 
ledgment of the fact of our complete 
dependence on God. 


“O God, come to my assistance; O Lord, 
make haste to help me” (Psalm 69:2) was St. 
John’s constant prayer.

The eucharist 


It shows flisces of life

An invitation to dinner with the family is one 
of the steps early in a courtship which helps 
the budding love relationship deepen and 
develop. 


The young woman’s parents, sisters and 
brothers get a closer look at her suitor under 
these circumstances. They learn more about 
his background attitudes and personality. In 
short, they know and understand him better 
after a meal together. 


THE MAN WHO comes to dinner 
likewise views his new friend in quite a 
different context. He looks at her parents, 
then at her, and makes comparisons. He 
observes the interaction of the entire family 
and grows through that process in his 

_-appreciation of who she is as a person. ° 


The initial moments may prove a bit tense 
or uncomfortable, especially for the guest. 
Despite the welcome and warmth, he is not 
yet a part of the family. Still, the family tries to 
make him at ease and, as he eats with them 
more and more often, may even say, “Youare 
practically one of us.” ; 


But until that relationship becomes 
formally permanent through wedding vows, 
he probably would not’be considered a true 
member of her family, nor she of his. 


A FAMILY MEAL expresses, as it were, 
the unity of this group; but eating together 
can also build that oneness and aid in its 
growth. 5 


We might apply this example by way of 
analogy to the eucharist. A sacred, sacrificial 
meal, it too serves as an expression of our 
unity, but it similarly deepens our oneness 
with Christ and with one another. 


A 1972 Vatican document, “On Admitting 
Other Christians to Eucharistic Communion 
in the Catholic Church,” considers both 
those aspects. 


FIRST, “of its very nature, celebration of 
the éucharist signifies the fullness of pro- 
fession of faith and the fullness of ecclesia’ 
communion.” ‘ 


At mass we gather as a spiritual family 
united by one baptism, with faith in the same 
Lord, the same sacraments, the same creed, 
accepting the same holy father, Pope John

Paul Il, holding a common belief in Jesus’ 
presence within the eucharist; and consider- 
ing the eucharistic celebration a memorial of 
the Last Supper. 


Secondly, “the effect of the eucharist is also 
to nourish spiritually those who receive it.” 


THROUGH HOLY communion we are 
united more closely to Jesus, enter more 
deeply into the mystery of the church and 
become more one with others. 


What about intercommunion or the 
practice of Protestant Christians receiving 
the eucharist at a Roman Catholic mass? 


Vatican II’s “Decree on Ecumenism” 
summarizes that issue: The eucharist as an 
expression of unity generally forbids such 
intercommunion, as a means of grace it some- 
times would commend this procedure. 


» VATICAN authorities leave - practical 
decisions about intercommunion to the local 
bishop. He must determine the circum- 
stances in which a baptized, believing 


Christian, not Roman Catholic, with a proper 
faith in the eucharist and a stong desire to 
receive the Lord would be allowed to receive 
communion at mass. 


Certain additional conditions should be. 
fulfilled: the inability to go to his or her own 
church and the minimizing of danger or 
disturbance to the faith of area Roman 
Catholics. : 


Would a funeral be such an occasion? 


ONE COULD argue forcefully. that a 
Protestant or Orthodox Christian spouse, 
whose Catholic partner of many years is 
being buried at mass, might on this occasion 
be allowed to- receive communion. 


They long shared the same sacrament of ~ 


matrimony and often shared the task of 
raising their children as Catholics. It would 


_ seem appropriate that the bereaved person 
with the proper dispositions now share this 


eucharist which pledges the beloved’s 
resurrection ‘and their ultimate-reunion in 
heaven.

Talking Point—Changing theology 


Seeking new ways to understand old dogmas

When | went to the seminary so 
many years ago, it was a revelation 
to me how many theological 
arguments were hidden behind 
the cut’ and dried certainty of 
catechism questions and an- 
wers. 


Today those arguments are no 
longer hidden. Theologians write 
learned treatises which are 
understood only by those accus- 
tomed to reading such treatises. 


THE MOST superficial state- 
ment of their final conclusions 
ends up printed in newspapers 
and magazines, destined, if not 
actually intended, to dismay and 
anger the laity. 


Then other authors who may or 
may not have read the book issue 
statements destined to put them 
in the limelight with their more 
famous colleagues. 


There being no way of avoiding 
this situation; we must find a way 
to live with it. 


OUR CATECHISM used words 
such as trinity, incarnation, 
redemption, grace, real presence, 
heaven, hell, purgatory, limbo, 
indulgences and God. 


Some of these words do not 
appear in the Bible, but are words 
used to describe theological 
conclusions drawn from the Bible 
and religious experience and 
speculation. 


Serving Southern California's finest 


Words found in the Bible are not 
used in the technical sense 
developed by theologians. The 
word “God,” the very center of all 
religion, continually challenges 
understanding and description. 


THESE WORDS, canonized by 
long usage and venerated in our 
creed, we called mysteries. We 
proceeded to define these myster- 
ies and even to define the word 
mystery. By this time, we had 
launched out into the deep and 
had left the Bible behind. 


This. was not necessarily bad. 
The Bible is understood only by 
interpretation and is widely and 
diversely interpreted. 


The point is, however, that, if 


‘There is nothing | in the 
_ Bible that indicates is 
the last word. 


these words and their definitions 
were given to us by theologians; 
we should not be too startled if, in 
time, the theologians refine or 
attempt other ways to define what 
was admittedly beyond their 
complete understanding in the 
first place. 


1 AM CONTINUALLY impressed 
how completely beyond me are 
not only the sciences of astron- 
omy, physics, chemistry, elec- 
tronics; mathematics and medi- 


cine, but even the more every- | 


day skills of plumbing, carpentry, 


painting, auto mechanics and 
business. 


Why should the lay person be 
expected to have a grasp of the 
intricacies of theology when

experts will disagree in all other 
fields of knowledge? 


| mentioned the Bible as if it 
were the ultimate foundation of all 
religious understanding, yet there 
is nothing in the Bible that 
indicates it is the last word. 


JESUS QUOTED the Bible and 
demanded higher standards of 
the people. Jesus gave no man- 
date to write the New Testament, 
but in time the church added 
Christian writings to the Bible, 
according them the same venera- 
tion as the ancient scriptures. 


Some scholars tell us that the 
gospels are more theological than 
biographical treatises. There is a 
development of the understand- 
ing of God in the Bible. Thereis no 
reason to believe this develop- 
ment stopped with the New Test- 
ament. 


Biblical interpretation admits of 


degrees of interpretation. The 
fundamentalists who used to treat 
the King James version as if it 
were the original, 
discovered the Greek text of the 


now have - 


New Testament. 
THEY DISCUSS learnedly that 


the difference between Peter and 
rock was the difference between 


_pebble and boulder, and there- 


fore the notion of pope is mean- 
ingless. 

Some day they will discover that 
Jesus spoke in Aramaic and the 
word kepha was used for both 
Peter and rock. But more impor- 
tant, whatever Jesus may have 
meant or even if he had never said 
those words, 1900 years of the 
papacy can not lightly be set 
aside. 

Whatever the truth may be 
about the theory of evolution, it 
seems less relevant to the mes- 
sage of Genesis than it did at one 
time. 


WE HAVE COME to discover that 
harmonizing our understanding 
of the Bible with our growing 


knowledge in other fields does not 
dilute the Bible, but uncovers new 
depths of meaning in the Bible. 

We: need have no fear of con- 
tinuing to venerate the names of 
our traditional doctrines listed 
above. A careful reading will show 
that the theologians are not 
discarding these dagmas but 
seeking new ways to understand 
them.
